But in the midst of the exploitation of the beds, 
there has been an apathy on the part of us who live in 
this locality and are therefore privileged to view the 
beds each year. If an actual census could be taken of 
the population which has not seen the lotus beds in full 
glory, the percentage undoubtedly would be surprising. 
It is a curious twist of human nature that the mar- 
vels nearby, to be viewed cfl'ortlcssly, will awaken 
scarcely a spark of interest, while those which arc dis- 
tant, will win curiosity to be satisfied even at the cost 
of personal strivings and sacrifice.
